The entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the required 
reply until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional. 
Because Applicants are filing this petition more than one year after the date of 
abandonment of this application, Applicants have included a showing herein as to how 
the delay in discovering the abandoned status of the application occurred, despite the 
exercise of due care and diligence on the part of the Applicants. 

The Filing Receipt and Notice of Missing Parts dated April 2006 were never 
received by the Applicants and the application was inadvertently abandoned. During this 
time, there was never any intention of abandoning the application. The unintentional 
abandonment occurred as a result of communication problems between the different 
parties responsible for responding to the Notice of Missing Parts. These problems 
occurred because, at the time of the abandonment, there were numerous patent counsels 
handling the case, both in the United States and Germany. 

While prosecuting related foreign applications, German Patent counsel inquired 
into the prosecution of this application on July 26, 2007, and only at that point we 
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became aware of its abandonment. Since that time, Applicants have worked diligently to 
prepare and file an appropriate response to the Notice of Missing Parts dated April 2006, 
which accompanies this petition. As such, Applicants respectfully request that the Patent 
Office revives the application and considers this response so that the application will be 
examined. The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge the Petition fee of $1,500 
and to charge any additional amount required (or to credit any overpayment) to Deposit 
Account No. 50-4260.
